Outside the com- 
pound, and ten feet from it, is a 
barbed wire fence, ten feet high, with 
14 strands of wire. An underground 
passage leads to the mine shaft and 
the men are examined as they return 
from work.

six months, and receive from 24 to 79 
cents a da.y.

On February 18, 1899, 1 received a tel- 


egram from the managing editor of a 
Philadelphia newspaper, sajmg: 
"I 


am coming to Washington on Wash- 
ington's birthday, bringing with me a 
party of yonng ladies, and we would 
like "to be Introduced to Gee Milea, 
also to the president, If possible." 


1 went to army headquarter*, and 


(bowed the telegram to Gen. Milea, 
who said: "Tell your editor that I wi)l 
be here in my office at noon, on Feb- 
ruary 22, and I will be glad to meet 
with him and hl» flatting friend*. 
They must be prompt, ^ however, a* I 
have other engagements for that day, 
and cannot wait for them unless they 
are here on time." 


Very »oon thereafter a telegram was 


•cut to Philadelphia saying- "The ma- 
jor general commanding directs that 
you shall report at army headquarters 
promptly at noon on February 22, 
with your escort. ' 


Hastening- then to the white house, 


I called upon the president, who said 
"Although no bu-unesB will be trans- 
acted on Washington's birthday, and 
the government departments -will all 
be closed, I shall be here attending to 
many matters of important business, 
and will be pleased to receive the vis- 
itors." 


Ten minutes before 12 o'clo*k the 


Philadelphia editor, with a party of 
II \oung- ladles, walked Into the war 
department building, and ivere escort- 
ed to the ofhce of the distinguished 
soldier, who greeted them very cor- 
dially 
He told them s. story of his 


last rirlt to Philadelphia, whan, stand- 
ing upon a balcony with Admiral 
Schlej, they could see several hun- 
dred ladles and gentlemen Gen. Miles 
•sJd to tte admiral- "Schley, if you 
were u young as H«bson. and jvould 
blaze the way, we could go down there 
and bar* the pleasure of kissing a lot
